No victory bands or 
cheering multitudes accompanied the 
walkers, rather small children peeked out 
of their crumbling homes as the marchers 
passed through some of the more 
depressed areas of Sacramento 


Activists organize 
for peace 


area inti-war activists 
voted recently to officially form the 
Sacramento Valley Peace Action 
Coalition (SVPAC), and to build massive 
demonstrations against the war and the 
draft, primarily on April 17 and April 24 
and coordinate other antiwar activities in 
the area 

The decisions were made at 4 
Sacramento Anti-War conference held in 
the Music Building at SSC, attended by 
over 120 people, representing many 
diverse groups and many unaffiliated 
individuals 

Endorsement of the national “Spring 
Calendar” of antiwar activities was the 
main thrust of the afternoon conference 
The “Spring Calendar” includes local 
demonstrations on April 2-4 
commemorating the life of Dr, Martin 
Luther King, Jr.; April 24, which is being 
planned nation-wide as the day of 
massive, legal demonstrations against | 
war, to be held in Washington, D.C., and 
San Francisco; May 5, which are local 
campus and community actions to mark 
the deaths of the Jackson State and Kent 
State students and the invasion ol 
Cambodia, and May 16, a day of 
solidarity with the growing anti-war 
sentiment among G.I.s and Reservists 

In addition, the People’s Peace Treaty 
was endorsed as a symbolic gesture of 
peace between the peoples of Vietnam 
and the United States. Representatives 
from the War Tax Refusal Committee and 
several UC Davis students discussing a 
petition for a general student and worker 
strike against the war, spoke and obtained 
assistance from many conference 
attendants. 

The conference heard an addresss 
from Cella Stodola, a member of the 
National Student Mobilization 
Committee working on the staff in the 
West Coast headquarters of the National 
Peace Action Coalition. Stodola’s address 
emphasized the need for massive, legal, 
peaceful demonstrations against the war, 
and an analysis of the “supposed winding 
down of the war by Nixon.” 

The conference ended focusing on the 
building for a local demonstration on 
April 17, to help build massive national 
demonstration in San Francisco on April 
24, for which buses, caravans, and car 
pools will be organized locally. The 
conference adjourned with the setting of 
another SVPAC meeting for March 28, at 
1 p.m. in Music 151.

Improving state college system of enrollment 


Students who applied for entrance into 
the state colleges for the fall semester 
1971 were the first to use the new 
preference admission system established 
so that an individual could list up to four 
state colleges, with the order of 


preference for attending them on a single 
application. These were then processed in 
central locations by computer, thus 
eliminating standing in long lines for 
endless hours so that an individual might 
receive priority 


Equal opportunity 


In the past, individuals were accepted 
in relationship to the time their 
application was received. Now, everyone 
who applies during the first phase of the 
new Commons Admissions Program has 
an equal opportunity to atterd a state 
college of their choice 


SSC will be able to accept all those 
who applied in this first phase when the 
applicant's academic eligibility is 


established These individuals must 
submit grade transcripts and test scores as 
the next step in the admission process. 
This new system is receiving very 
favorable response from _ students, 
counselers and administrators as it allows 
everyone to plan their future 
commitments with a much greater degree 
of reliability

The March will begin at 7 a.m. on the 
west steps of the Capitol. The 
Foundation is not a charity, the funds are 
used to start self help programs. Last 
$65,000 was collected. $27,000 of 
t was used for a foreign development 
project near Manila involving six villages 
and administered by the International 
Institute of Rural Resources of the 
Phillipines, another $27,000 remained in 
the Sacramento Community for the 
establishment of self help programs. The 
remaining 15% went to the American 
Freedom from Hunger Foundation for 
servicing walks, Administration expenses 
and educational programs. 

The following is a breakdown of 
where the money went in Sacramento: 
$8,000 to the Sacramento Food Closet, 
$6,500 for a scholarship loan fund 
administered by the Emergency 
Assistance and Referral Agency, $4,600 
for special diet programs, handled by the 
Aquarian Effort, $2,300 for the 
establishment of a low income family 
cooperative administered by the 
Consumer Cooperative of Sacramento, 
31.000 for a summer lunch program in 
Oak Park handled by the Sacramento 
Youth Council, $4,000 for the Breakfast 
for Ninos Program organized by the 
Washington Community Council, $500 
for language interpretation services and 
$500 for a breakfast program handled by 
innder city students in Oak Park

Those individuals that applied after 
Dec. 1 however, are not as lucky. Several 
state colleges in the northern part of the 
state (Chico, Humboldt, San Francisco 
and Sacramento State College) have 
reached their capacity and are now closed 
for undergraduate admissions. California 
Polytechnic College at San Luis Obispo 
and San Diego State College are also 
closed. The various other campuses in the 
state college system still have some 
vacancies. Individuals interested in 
attending any of these campuses ahouid 
apply right away.
